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Applicant argued in second paragraph, page 2 of the Remarks that Carneal does not teach or suggest using the resource for both 
contention mode and non-contention mode at the same time, the examiner again respectfully disagrees. Applicant asserted that non- 
contention resource means the packets cannot collide and therefore deduced that the contention-type and non-contention type 
transmission cannot collide. It is recognized by the examiner that Carneal discloses in non-contention access, the transmissions from one 
mobile unit do not prevent another mobile unit from communicating (col. 6, lines 52-55), which in fact allows the contention-type access to 
collide with non-contention type access. Non-contention type access by one mobile unit only reduces the probability of collision but does 
not prevent another mobile unit from transmitting at the same time. Therefore, Therefore, claims 1-19,23,25,30-45.49 and 56-59 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Carneal et al. 
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
